officials participated in discussion, 
expressing their personal opinions 
concerning portions of the bill. 

As a result of objections brought 
out at the hearing, Senator Em¬ 
manuel withdrew his bill. But as 
an effort to fill the need to which 
the bill itself had been addressed, 
county police officials agreed to 
organize a coordinating committee, 
on a voluntary basis, to handle 
problems of mutual concern. 

Greenbelt's Crime Rate 
Compared to County’s 

“Having a local police depart¬ 
ment is paying off in more exten¬ 
sive law enforcement and lower 
crime.” This is the assessment of 
City Manager James K. Giese, fol¬ 
lowing a comparison of the city’s 
crime and arrest rates per thous¬ 
and with those for all police dep- 
partments combined within Prince 
Georges County. Based on figures 
in a uniform crime report publish¬ 
ed by the State of Maryland for 
the period July 1 through Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1967, the city’s figures rep¬ 
resent projected annual crime and 
arrest rates. 

Except for auto theft, Green- 
belt’s crime rates are below coun¬ 
ty rates. According to Giese, this 
apparently higher incidence of auto 
theft probably reflects a difference 
in reporting procedures between 
the Greenbelt Police Dept, and 
others in the county For example, 
Greenbelt’s report would include 
unfounded reports of auto thefts, 
which may not have been includ¬ 
ed in the county. 

On the other hand. Giese notes, 
arrest rates in Greenbelt — espec¬ 
ially those relating to juveniles — 
are higher than county rates.

Troop 2746 Distributing 
Md. Constitution Draft 


On Saturday, March 16, Boy 
Scout Troop 2746 will distribute to 
homes in Greenbelt copies of the 
proposed new Maryland constitu¬ 
tion. The project is headed by Pat 
Hanyok, under the direction of 
Scout Leader Albert Cousins. The 
copies of the constitution were 
made available, through the News 
Review, by the Constitutional Con¬ 
vention. 

The people of Maryland will vote 
on the proposed constitution in a 
special election, set for Tuesday, 
May 14. If it is approved, it will 
become law on July 1, 1968. except 
for those sections for which the 
draft gives later dates, in order to 
provide gradual transition. Any 
voter registered for state elections 
may participate in that election; 
being registered for city elections 
in Greenbelt does not qualify. 
Residents who are not yet register¬ 
ed to vote, and who will be 21 or 
older and will have resided in the 
state at least a year by May 14, 
can register at the County Court¬ 
house during working hours on 
weekdays. They may also regis¬ 
ter at special registration stands 
open Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m. at Montgomery Ward’s in 
Capital Plaza and in the Grand 
Union supermarket in Prince 
George's Plaza.

Large Crowd Attends Library 

Ground-Breaking Ceremonies

Ground was broken on Sunday, March 10, for Green- 
belt.’s long-awaited public library. A crowd of over 120 Green- 
belters, county, state and local dignitaries applauded as 
Gladys Noon Spellman, Chairman of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners, turned over the first, shovel of dirt. Charles 
A. Dukes, president of the Prince Georges County Library 
Board, wielded a second golden shovel at the library site., 
which is located between the main entrance to Center Elemen¬ 
tary School and the Crescent Road underpass near West wav. 


It was a happy day for Green- 
belt. The ceremonies marked the 
culmination of years of effort on 
the part of many citizens of Green¬ 
belt and of others in the county, 
who have long worked to provide 
the city with a major library fa¬ 
cility. Mrs. Spellman said, “Prince 
Georges County has come a long 
way. People like Greenbelters and 
the Prince Georges County Library 
Board make it possible for the 
county to change its thinking and 
move forward.” Pointing to new 
and planned library branches for 
other parts of the county, she noted 
that a major problem in the future 
may be staffing. 

The Greenbelt library, designed 
by Riverdale architects Walton and 
Madden, will be a large and mod¬ 
ern two-story building, 132 feet long 
on each side. With a 150,000 book 
capacity, the 35,000 square-foot fa¬ 
cility will include reading rooms 
for both children and adults and 
a 60’ x 45’ meeting room equipped 
with a speaker's platform and a 
screen projection booth. A $794,000 
contract for the library's construc¬ 
tion was awarded to an Edmonston 
firm, Avery Construction Co., Inc. 
It is expected that construction will 
be completed in the spring of 1969. 

History 

The Greenbelt Library began as 
a city-supported facility in 1939 
and joined with the Prince Georges 
County Memorial Library system in 
1955. Although at one time it was 
the largest library in the county, 
it has been for many years in need 
of new facilities, to replace the 
classroom in Center School, with a 
capacity of only 14,000 books. 

In 1959 the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission recommended a new, en¬ 
larged Greenbelt branch, and four 
years later a similar recommenda¬ 
tion appeared in a publication of 
the Prince Georges County Mem¬ 
orial Library. Citizen interest was 
aroused in the fall of 1963 when ov¬ 
ercrowded conditions at Greenbelt 
Center School almost evicted the 
library, which occupies the space 
of two classrooms. Citizens formed 
a Library Association and the 
Greenbelt Advisory Planning Board 
appointed a library subcommittee 
under the chairmanship of Clifford 
Simonson. 

Financing of the new library was 
a problem that was not settled un¬ 
til late 1965 when, through the ef¬ 
forts of the citizen groups, the 
county commissioners and county 
delegation acted to appropriate the 
necessary funds. At a public meet¬ 
ing of the Prince Georges County 
delegation to the Maryland Assem¬ 
bly on January 13, 1965, Simonson, 
serving as spokesman for a group 
of Iibrarv-minded Greenbelters «— 
Mayor Edgar L. Smith, the Rev. 
Kenneth Wyatt (Community 
Church), Leo Gcrton (Greenbelt Li¬ 
brary Association), Albert K. Her- 
ling (Prince Georges Friends of the 
Library Association), Gordon Al¬ 
len and others — requested that 


planning funds for a new Greenbelt 
Library be included in a million* 
dollar library bond issue. Mem* 
bers of the delegation urged the 
county library staff to consider ini¬ 
tiating such planning, and the pro¬ 
posed Greenbelt library was includ¬ 
ed in the 1966 county budget. The 
County Board of Education then 
made available land it owned ad¬ 
jacent to the Center School. 

Ceremonies 

Mayor Smith described the 
ground-breaking ceremonies as a 
“momentous occasion - for which 
we have waited a long time.” He ex¬ 
tended recognition to the commis¬ 
sioners, delegation, library board, 
Friends of the Library, and t« 
those Greenbelters “who worked 
for so many years and worked so 
very hard” to make a dream come 
true. 

Herling introduced the members 
of the Greenbelt Library Associa¬ 
tion — Frank Lewis, president; 
Charles McDonald, Helen Geller, 
Evelyn Simonson, Ruth Bowman, 
Leo Gerton and David Stern. He 
noted, “I think we have the read- 
ingest population not only in the 
county but in the state.” The 
Greenbelt library has the distinc¬ 
tion of having the highest per- 
capita circulation in the area it 
serves. In 1963-64, this figure am¬ 
ounted to 5.3 books annually, high¬ 
er than that of any other library 
in the county and well above the 
county’s average of 3.2. 

The invocation was delivered by 
Rabbi Maurice Weisenberg of 
Mishkan Torah (Jewish Commun¬ 
ity Center) and the benediction 
given by the Rev. Edward H. Bir- 
ner of the Holy Lutheran Church 

A reception was held at the Coun¬ 
cil Chambers following the ground 
breaking ceremonies. Greenbelt’^ 
4-H clubs served refreshments pre¬ 
pared under the direction of 4-R 
leader, Mrs. Evelyn Simonson. A& 
exhibit of Greenbelt memorabilia, 
including 49 photographs borrowed 
from the Library of Congress, was 
arranged by Lewis.

COUNTY BOND SALE 

A $24 million bond issue to pro¬ 
vide for school buildings, libraries, 
highways and initial land acquisi¬ 
tion for a new County airpark was 
sold by the Prince Georges Com¬ 
missioners. 

The bonds went at an average in¬ 
terest rate of 4.51 percent, de¬ 
scribed as “right on the money” 
in relation to average municipal 
bond sales on the current market 
It was purchased by a combine 
headed by First National City 
Bank of New York. 

The bond sale allocates $17 mil¬ 
lion for school construction, $3 
million for road building and reno¬ 
vation, $2 million for additional 
library facilites and $2 million for 
land acquisition—the latter ear¬ 
marked for a new industrial air¬ 
park.
